Mail Man To Make 
Annual Arctic Jauni 


Except for an occasional de- 
livery of mail by plane during 
the winter season, and this con- 
fined mostly to first class articles, 
the residents of the Arctic and 
sub-Arctic regions of Canada havé 
little mail delivery. In fact for 
about nine months out of the 
year, residents of this area are 
isolated from outside human con- 
tacts except that provided by 
their radios and the occasional 
arrival of a plane. 

The first of the new mail dis- 
patches for the summer season 
will leave Ottawa about July 1, 
when: mail matter will be placed 
on vessels which will travel to 
various parts of the Eastern Arc- 
tic Area. The first of them is to 
leave Montreal near that date, 
calling at points in the Hudson 
Straits and the Hudson Bay area. 

Mail matter for residents of 
the Eastern Arctic Area, which in- 
cludes Hudson Bay, Hudson 
Strait and Baffin Island is cen- 
tralized at Ottawa, Ontario. It is 
interesting to note that parcel 
post addressed to someone in the 
remote northland is charged a 
rate to Ottawa only. The Canad- 
ian government through its post 
office takes it from there without 
additional cost. 





Cachet Asked For 
Sun Carnival Festival 


There’s nothing slow about the 
promoters of the annual South- 
western Sun Carnival staged in 
El Paso during the Christmas 
Season. This group has already 
petitioned the Postmaster General 
for a special cancelation die to be 
used during the week long cele- 
bration. On top of that, the El 
Paso Stamp Club is petitioning 
the local postmaster for his co- 
operation in the sponsoring and 
the application of a cachet to be 
applied to the covers of collectors. 
Events in connection with the 
celebration are in the nature of 
a carnival, and have participa- 
tion from two Mexican cities, 
those of Juarez and Chihuahua. 
A parade on New Years day cli- 
maxes the festivities. 


Bureau Will Print Gold 
Star Mothers Stamp 


Hopes of collectors that the 
commemorative stamp to honor 
the Gold Star Mothers would be 
of more than one color and which 
would have one of gold in its 
design seem to be doomed, for 
the stamp is to be printed at the 
Bureau in Washington on the 
rotary press. Collectors know 
that with few exceptions, the 
Bureau products are of a single 
color only. Bi-colored stamps 
must be printed on the flat bed 
presses, each sheet of four panes 
having to be passed through the 
press once for each color. 

First day of issue of the stamp 
has been established as Septem- 
ber 19 at Washington, D. C., but 
no hint as to the design chosen 
has been given. To date, the 
Bureau has assigned numbers to 
two plates which are to be used 
for the stamp.

If she 
is chosen, she gets—among other 
things—a two-month vacation 
from coast to coast and including 
Bermuda. The trip will be made 
in a three trailer caravan, and she 
will be served by a maid, cook 
and valet, 

To gain her way into the semi- 
finals, Mrs. Isaacs had to write

Canada’s PMG Bertrand Says No 
Stamp For “100 Years Of Peace”; 
Halifax Bicent Issue Announced 


Canada will not issue a stamp to celebrate the 100 years of 


the United States and Canada. 


That is the statement made by Canada’s Postmaster General Ber- 
trand to a question that was asked him about the matter when he 
appeared before the House of Commons at Ottawa on June 4, 
Speculation as to Canada’s reaction postally to an issue of such a 
nature from the United States in August has therefore been of- 





ficially terminated. 

Mr. Bertrarid explained the of- 
ficial reaction on the matter when 
he stated that actually such a 
st.mp should have been issued in 
1914. Due to the outbreak of 
World War I, such a stamp was 
abandoned by both governments. 

Elaborating further on the mat- 
ter, Mr. Bertrand said the Ameri- 
can stamp actually would com- 
izemorate the Niagara Bridge. It 
was not correct from the histori- 
cal viewpoint for the Americans 
to associate it with the centenary 
of peace since the peace was 
signed in 1814 while the bridge 
was opened to the public 100 
years ago. 

There had been pressure to 
have a stamp issued but the 
bridge was a private one and “it 
would be helping a private or- 
ganization in its publicity.” The 
department has to wait until it 
has a “very good reason” before 
issuing commemorative stamps, 

During this same appearance 
before the House of Commons, 
Mr. Bertrand disclosed that the 
Post Office Department is study- 
ing designs for a special stamp 
to commemorate the Halifax Bi- 
centenary in 1949. 

He stated that at the present 
time the Department is looking 
over designs which have been 
submitted by various artists for 
the occasion. While no design has 
definitely been selected, a value 
for the stamp has. It will be four 
cents. 

Halifax is the capital of Nova 
Scotia, and noted chiefly for the 
fact that it is the jumping off 
place for a large amount of the 
shipping traveling the Atlantic 
from Canada. It has one of the 
finest harbors in the world, us- 
able the entire year, and it is 
for this reason that a lot of its 
history and development is found- 
ed on the sea. 

When it is impossible for the 
ocean steamers to gather the car- 
gos at Montreal and Quebec be- 
cause of the frozen St. Lawrence 
river down which they must trav- 
el, these same loads are sent to 
Halifax. It was for this reason 
that starting about 1914-15 sever- 
al millions of dollars worth of 
contracts were let for the con- 
struction of added marine facili- 
ties. This included the extension 
of railways, new. and more mod- 
ern piers, a breakwater and a 
union passenger depot. The piers 
are adequate to accomodate the 
largest of the Trans-Atlantic 
Liners. 

The city has excellent facilities 
i many respects for the satisfac- 
tion of personal and civic needs. 
It is the home of two colleges, 
ar.d the seat of the Anglican 
Bich_p of Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island, and that of the 
Roman Catholic Archbishop for 
the Halifax Diocese. 

Founded in 1749, the city was 
named in honor of the Earl of 
Halifax, supplanting Annapolis in 
1750 as the seat of the govern- 
ment. During the Revolutionary 
War, it was one of the chief Brit- 
ish bases of supply. 
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Commem Rumored For 
Birth Of Royal Child 


Now that an official announces 
ment has heen’ made that Prin- 
cess Elizabeth will ‘become a 
mother in October, rumors have 
appeared that a stamp to com- 
memorate the birth of the new 
prince or princess will be issued. 
A report from London philatelic 
circles states that even now de- 
signers are working up an appro- 
priate design for the event, The 
stamp itself, if issued, will com- 
memorate the arrival of the 
youngster rather than the mother 
and father. 

It’s just a random thought but 
due to the recent apparent liking 
of the British Postal Administra- 
tion for £ values, the rumored 
stamp might have a value equal 
to the weight of the “newcomer,”

with eager buyers competing for lots from the famous I. R. 

Stock (International Refugee Organization), a group of stamps

Should Postal Service Be Subsidized? 

To some who may not fully comprehend what goes on 
in the postal service the above may read like a silly question. 

It is a matter of fact however that the postal service 
which is in effect about the biggest single business institu- 
tion in the whole world has been 
subsidized by our government for 
almost all of the years which it has 
been in operation. This is proven 
by the fact that in a speech by 
Jesse M. Donaldson, Postmaster 
General, at St. Louis on June 5th, 
Mr. Donaldson said “during the 
past 100 years there have been 
only 17 years in which the postal 
service operated at a profit”. It 
is evident therefore that the defi- 
cit in the other 83 years was made 
up by Congressional appropria- 

' tion. The Postal Service, whether 

GEO. LINN you realize it or not is about the 

one most important branch of all services rendered the 

people by the Government and perhaps is closer to the great 

mass of the people than any other government service. It 

affects all of us in some way and without its service as now 

rendered and at the prices at which now rendered it could 
upset the mode of living for a great mass of the people. 

Mr. Donaldson said in his St. Louis speech, “I think the 
time has come when the people of the nation and the Con- 
gress should make a determination with respect to whether 
the postal establishment should be operated as a service 
institution without regard to profit or, conversely, whether 
the postal service should be made to pay its own way.” 

He thus asks the question with which we head this edi- 
. torial and since Mr. Donaldson is the highest official in this 
department he perhaps feels that he can not express his own 
opinions freely and frankly. 

In oursposition however we hold the same right as 
every other American citizen and that is the right to say 
what we think and what we believe and that is the object 
of this editorial. 

We have already said that the service has been subsi- 
dized by the Government for 83 years out of the past 100 
years as verified by statements made by Mr. Donaldson in 
his speech. 

The reason it is necessary that the postal service be sub- 
sidized is due in part to the fact that the Postal Service in 
turn’ subsidizes so many different things that it is constantly 
chalking up losses due to the service which it renders and 
for which it does not exact adequate payment. In doing 
this the Department is serving the American Public in many 
ways, doing things for the public which few people ever 
stop to consider or think about. Much of what is done is 
worth while, much more could be dispensed with, but just 
where to draw the line or on whom to place the duty of 
drawing the line is a very grave question. 

Of all the mail handled by the Postoffice Department, 
Mr. Donaldson states that the 3c letter is the only piece of 
mail which pays its cost of handling. 

It is therefore evident that other services are subsidized. 
We get the privilege of mailing a postal card for 1c when 
it costs about two cents to handle. Thus all you who mail 
postal cards are being assisted by the Postal Service, a sub- 
sidy you are receiving. Likewise parcel mail is carried at a 
loss so you are being helped in that field. Second class papers 
such as this publication are carried at a loss. The prime ob- 
ject behind this was that extensive circulation, at low cost 
to the reader would help in educating the public. The idea 
is sound and a good one and has proven practical and worth- 
while because the American People are the best educated 
in the whole world. Even thus, second class papers are pay- 
ing today more than twice as much in postage rates as they 
paid a few years ago before rates were increased, 

Money Orders, Special Delivery Letters, Air Mail letters 
are all handled at a loss, but the benefit from this loss is 
spread all over the country and the people as a whole bene- 
fit by this subsidy. 

Then the Post Office Department also subsidizes a vast 
number of Government Offices and Agencies, not to men- 
tion the soldiers mail of the past war. These Government

Offices and Agencies send vast quantities of mail to the 
public in all parts of the country and were it not for the fact 
that this mail is handled free, postal deficits would be far 
less, and the services the public get from these departments 
and agencies would be far less. The Department also sub- 
sidizes Air Mail, the Department operates many small post- 
offices wherein the salary of the postmaster is greater than 
the annual receipts of the office, this gives service in com- 
munities that would be without postal service if this were 
not done. 

On the other hand the Post Office Department is used 
as a political football by congress which is responsible for 
its present condition, for Congress passes the laws which 
govern and regulate the Department, yet Congress overloads 
the Department with political appointees in the bigger cities 
and in many of the smaller communities with men who are 
called Postmasters, yet who seldom spend an hour a day 
in their offices. These men get the top salaries, while the 
Assistant Postmasters do the work and all these Postmasters 
have to do is to keep the Party in line. 

There is an annual argument in Congress over Postal 
appropriations. Why not swallow the pill that must be taken 
to conduct the business as it must be conducted. It is a matter 
of a half billion dollars or less. We are used to such figures 
and throw such sums about recklessly for many far less im- 
portant things. Let’s give the Postal Service what it needs 
to give the American Public the kind of service it should have. 

It is a known fact that postal service in the past several 
years has been in very bad shape. Many employees have quit 
for better salaries at other work, the right type of new men 
are not seeking jobs in the service. 

Give us a real service, give the employee a living wage 
and let us add enough dollars to the budget to get all this and 
let it go at that for there is no single part of our government 
service that is of so much importance to so many of us as 
is our postal service.

A statement that will surprise 
many was the one made by Post- 
master General Donaldson in a 
speech before the National Asso- 
ciation of Postmasters, Missouri 
Chapter at St. Louis.

In 1937—ELEVEN YEARS AGO 
the 10c Smoky Mountain Souvenir 


1 Sheet was issued. The Post Office 


says that there were 5,277,445 
sold, and today at times, this 
sheet can be bought at 15c to 17% 
retail. These were on sale at face 
for many months, were hoarded 
like the CIPEX sheet. and 

ently were in sufficient quantities 
for the needs of all collectors. 
Just last fall, there was a sale of 
10,000 of the sheets at face, and 
the seller was glad to get that. 


Currently, the CIPEX sheet 
only costs a collector 15c, is said 
te ha e been produced to the tune 
of 10 million. I understand that 
nearly 8 million of them remained 
in the vaults of the Post Office 
Department one year after their 
issuance, even with all the first 
day covers and the “investing” 
that went on. At the most, collec- 
tors, dealers, investors and mail- 
ers have only absorbed about 3 
million. In order to clear out the 
remaining 7 million or so, the 
POD took the drastic step of re- 
versing its stated policy on this 
issue, and placed them pn sale in 
88 post offices—and they were 
only to be sold at the CIPEX and 
at the Philatelic Agency! That, 
kind friends, is in the nature of a 
panic on the part of the POD of- 
ficials 

Souvenir sheets were chosen in

Although mail service from the 
United States to Palestine has 
been completely suspended for 
some time, both surface mail and 
air mail have continued to seep 
through every week; and on a 
single day recently he received 
more than a dozen letters con- 
taining the following: 

First, was a ‘Last-Day” cover 
from Haifa dated May 5, 1948, 
five days after April 30, which 
was to be the official day of the 
closing of the postoffices of the 
British Mandate fer the larger 
cities of the country. (The smaller 
Postal Agencies had already been 
closed on April 15, 1948, a month 
before the termination of the 
mandate.. 

Second, came a letter mailed 
by a fellow stamp collector in 
Haifa on May 7 as a test—and it 
came through postmarked on that 
date with the usual double-ring 
British type postmark. 

Then in rapid succession came 
letters franked with the new 
stamps of the State of Israel and 
postmarked on the First Day of 
Issue; namely, May 16, 1948. It

is not yet known by what means 
these letters were transported 
from Israel to the United States; 
but from the dates, it is almost 
certain that some fast service was 
available as the transit time was 
considerably less than the time 
usually required for surface mail 
in time of peace. 

At Alonim the double-ring 
postmark was used; but at Haifa 
two new steel-die postmarks ap- 
peared for the first time, both 
with the name “Haifa” in English, 
Hebrew and Arabic, in a single- 
ring; the Hebrew and Gregorian 
dates are shown, each on a sep- 
arate line. One of the new Haifa 
postmarks is on a First Day Cov- 
er with an American-style print- 
ed cachet. This postmark also 
has a six-pointed star within the 
dater-ring, and a slogan reading, 
“The First Day of the Hebrew 
Post” between a pair of triple 
lines, 

The other Haifa postmark uses 
a smaller typeface throughout 
and has the numeral “4” in place 
of the star. 

The Haifa correspondent also 
enclosed several varieties of “phil- 
atelically” prepared covers, show- 
ing combinations of mandate 
stamps and overprinted welfare 
stamps used in the “Local” mail 
between May 3 and May 15, 1948, 
at which time they were with- 
drawn from sale. 

(See top cover, illustration). 

The stamps appear to be print- 
ed from electrotype plates (typo- 
grihed). There are eight of them 
in the new series as follows: 3 
orange-yellow, 5 green, 10 red- 
violet, 15 orange, 30 deep ultra- 
marine, 50 brown, 250 deep green, 
ar.d 500 brown-red. The currency 
is apparently the same as under 
the mandate; namely, 1000 mils 
t. the Palestinian pound—the e- 
quivalent of $4.00 in U. S. cur- 
rency,. 

The designs of the first six 
stamps are 174% x 22 mm. and the 
two high values are 34% x 22mm. 
All values are perforated 11, ex- 
cept the 3 mil which is 10 x 11 
on some specimens. 

The inscriptions are simple, 
reading “Hebrew Post” (in He- 
brew and Arabic) and the numer- 
al for the denomination. The sub- 
ject matter for the designs is ex- 
plained in the bottom strip of the 
selvedge under each vertical row 
of stamps. (see lower cover, il- 
lustration), The wording is in He- 
brew only and reads as follows: 
(f_r the 3 mil) “From the bronze 
coin of the Period of the Macca- 
bees, or the First Rebellion, in- 
scribed ‘For the Redemption of

MAURITIUS. The very attractive 
“Post Office” commemorative 
set of four values recently is- 
sued will remain*on sale for 
c.e year or until supplies are 
exhausted whichever is earlier. 
These stamps were printed by 
Bradbury Wilkinson & Co. and 
it appears that the vignette 
plates do not fit the frame 





plates, the vignettes being more 
widely spaced in the vertical 
direction than the frames, so 
that, while the vignettes of the 
stamps in the upper rows of a 
sheet may be centrally placed 
or even too high, those of the 
stamps in the bottom rows are 
invariably too low. This will 
probably create a demand for 
positions from the specialists. 

SEYCHELLES. The 75c gray blue 
stamp (Scott’s #142) is a scarc- 
er stamp than the catalogue 
price of $6.00 would indicate. 
It is almost impossible to ob- 
tain and is a good buy at full 
catalogue. The English cata- 
logues price this stamp at e- 
quivalent of about $25 mint and 
higher used. 

TOKELAU ISLANDS. Some time 
ago it was announced that this 
small group of Islands in the 
Pa _ific with a total population 
of about 1,000 would soon join 
the ranks of stamp _ issuing 
countries. It is now reported 
that the set of stamps has 
reached New Zealand and will 
be released soon. These islands 
were formerly part of the Gil- 
bert & Ellice group, until trans- 
ferred to New Zealand in 1926. 
The original announcement was 
that this would be a modest set 
of three values, %d, 1d, and 
2d. Details at this time are 
lacking, but it is to be hoped 
that there has not been any 
change to include high values. 

INDIA. Some time ago it was re- 
ported that a set of two stamps 
would be issued as a tribute 
to Mahatma Gandhi. It is now 
announced that the revised plan 
calls for a set of four stamps 
whick. will be 1%a, 3'2a, 12a 
and a 10 Rupees stamp. This 
10 Rupees stamp has a face 
value of over $3 and the revi- 
sion of plans for this set appears 
to be an attempt to get their 
share of American dollars. This 
set is expected to appear in 
September. 

BAHAWALPUR. A long set of 
stainps up to the 10 Rupees has 
just appeared and show various 
views of the country. 

PAKISTAN. In process of print- 

ing in London is a celebration 

commemorative set for Pakis- 
tan. It is reported that there 
will be 24 or more stamps in 

this series and will include 1, 

2, 5, 10, 15 and 25 Rupees—AND 

—they may all be surcharged 

for Service use. Thus the parade 

of high (dollar gathering) 
stamps continue.

rals, the Holy Trinity, Saints, 
ceremonies and Ceremonial Ob- 
jects, great figures of the Roman 
church, and famous Catholics. 
Dr. Reilly is a collector of reli- 
gious subject matter, with spe- 
cial emphasis on the Catholic, and 
the listing just released is the cul- 
mination of seventeen years of 
collecting and study. The number 
of stamps themselves that would 
fit into such a collection is tre- 
mendous, even though one limits 
it to those with face different de- 
signs, Indeed, if one were to go 
into this branch of collecting with 
the intention of seeking every 
possible variety of perforation and 
watermark as well as design, it 
is doubtful whether such a col- 
lection would be completed. 

Dr. Reilly is interested in shar- 
ing his work with any interested 
collectors, Catholic or otherwise, 
who may have a similar interest. 
Inasmuch as the number of copies 
that he has prepared is limited, 
and since it does represent con- 
siderable time and effort in pre- 
paration, he has put a price of $1 
on them, actually less than it cost 
to have the 100 sets mimeograph- 
ed. Dr. Reillv’s address is given 
above as Eustis, Fla.

Plate Number Craze 
Sweeping The Nation . 


Plate number collecting is fast 
becoming one of the most if not 
the most important side lines of 
U. S. stamp collecting. Few col- 
lectors but what are plate number 
conscious. When they go to the 
postoffice to buy a block of anew 
stamp for their collection they are 
most likely to ask-for the plate 
number block. The demand for 
plate number blocks from the 
Philatelic Agency became so great 
that it was necessary to make a 
ruling that a certain quanity of 
stamps of certain values had to be 
purchased if one wanted the plate 
number block, otherwise’ the 
Agency would have been tearing 
blocks out of the eorners of the] 
sheets and throwing the rest of 
the sheets away. 

Even thus, the number of REAL 
plate number collecté¥s is not so 
large as the demand for plate 
numbers might indicate. By real 
plate number collectors is meant 
those who go in for every num- 
ber in every position, thus aiming 
at forming a complete collection. 
This is a task that will keep any- 
one busy and would break any- 
one except a wealthy collector, 
ee it is a very fascinating pro- 
ect. 

Next in line might be consid- 
ered the collector who wants one 
single number, regardless of posi- 
tion, from every plate. This too 
is quite a big order but can be 
completed at a fraction of what 
the real collector will spend. 

The present trend is to collect 
in blocks. Some are satisfied with 
single copies: that form of collect- 
ing costs but one quarter of the 
block method and permits one to 
get a far more eomplete collection 
at a low cost. 

In the old days, the accepted 
form for collecting plate num- 
bers was in strips of three and

that is the reason that most of 
the old plate numbers that are 
offered are in this form, Even 
the rabid specialist of today will 
recongnize that fact and will be 
satisfied to get his earl ynumbers 
in such strips. 

There has recently come into 
the market a vast accumulation 
of old plate numbers, This ac- 
cumulation has been in formation 
for about fifty years. The name 
of the party who accumulated the 
material is not made known, but 
it is known that the lot was first 
in the hands of a well known 
Park Avenue dealer who later 
sold it to a big Park Row 
Wholesaler and this wholesaler in 
turn sold all or a large part of the 
stock to Gimbel’s Stamp Depart- 
ment. 

The numbers start away back 
with NUMBER ONE, the first 
plates from the Bureau of En- 
~| graving and Printing, continue on 
up into recent years. The editor 
had the privilege of seeing some 
of this stock when in New York 
last April and noted quantities of 
the Imperforates as well as large 
numbers of other issues. Just how 
far up to date the accumulation 
runs is not known but material 
in this lot has upset the old rec- 
ords of plate numbers known by 
bringing to light a number of dif- 
ferent numhkers which were pre- 
viously considered as not issued. 

The accumulation was a big one 
and its value runs into many 
thousands of Dollars. Gimbel’s 
Stamp Department have taken on 
a large part of this stock and are 
currently offering the items in the 
latest number of their Stamp 
News.

POD Gives Statistics 
On Newest Commems 


Each of the three recent com- 
memoratives ,the Four Chaplains, 
the Wisconsin and the Swede each 
out did the other in one respect 
according to the official figures re- 
leased by the Post Office Depart- 
ment. More stamps of the Four 
Chaplains issue were sold on the 
first day than any other, almost 
two million of them, First day 
cover collectors requested more 
covers bearing the Wisconsin 
stamp on the first day than of the 
other two. While the high dollar 
total went to the Swede stamp. 

Even though the Swede stamp 
was of 5c denomination, which 
boosted the dollar total consider- 
ably, this issue did have the sec- 
ond highest number of stamps 
sold on the first day.

ROMANIA On June 1, 1948 a set 
of five stamps (one postal, four 
semi-postal) were issued to 
commemorate the centenary of 
the Revolution of 1848 which 
flared up in Walachia, Moldavia 
and Transylvania. Designed by 
Ascaniu Damian, they are as 
follows: 2 plus 2L. red violet, 





re 


violet, depicts five patriots of 
the Walachiam Uprising; 10 plus 

10 L. dark olive, depicts six 
patriots of the Translyvanian 
Uprising; 36 plus 18, light blue, 
depicts four patriots of the Mol- 

davian Uprising. The 11 L. de- 
Picts the Proclamation of Islas. 

All stamps are printed in sheets 
of 100, the semi-postals having 
an issue of 250,000 and the reg- 
ular postage of one million. 

The sample copies received by 
us from the postal administra- 
tion, by recent decree of the 
National Bank of Romania, are 
perforated P, T. T., which prob- 
ably can be considered as equi- 
valent to specimen perforation. 

A special cancellation was 
provided for the first day of 

issue at Bucharest.” 

The following future issues 
from Romania are announced; 
Aviation and Marine, eight val- 
ues, 60,000 sets to be issued; a 
new definitive issue of 14 values 
representing various scenes of 
the country’s history, number 
to be issued not determined; a 
set to be used for regular post- 
age depicting the emblem of 
the new republic and to be is- 
sued in such quanities as aré 
necessary. 


ISRAEL: We have been informed 
that the various issues of the 
Jewish National Fund, first con- 
ceived in 1902, were all avail- 
able for postal use in Israel 
during the short period prior to 
the issue by the new govern- 
ment of its own stamps. While 
we have seen some thirty of 
the stamps, all different on 
cover, obviously many more 
must exist as the catalogue of 
these isuues of the J. N. F. pub- 

‘ lished by Dr. Bruno Rehfeld 
which is certainly not all inclu- 
sive, yet lists well over a hund- 
red of these stamps.

History Provides 
Inieresting Reading 


THE BRITISH POST OF- 
FICE, A HISTORY by How- 
ard Robinson, xviii + 467, 
Princeton University Press, 
March 1, 1948. Price $7.50. 
This rather substantial volume 
is the first comprehensive treat- 
ment of the British postal devel- 
opment from its rise in the days 
of Henry VIII down to the pres- 
ent time. It traces the growth of 
a postal service for the people as 
a whole as it gradually grew up 
in modern Britain. Previous to 
the days of Henry VIII, letters 
were carried by official messen- 
gers for the government, but no 
attempt was made to carry the 
letters of private individuals. 


‘}They had to go-as best they 


could. 

The British postal development 
has received special treatment in 
this volume largely because it 
proved to be the pioneer in the 
growth of postal services through- 
out the world. The various coun- 
tries of the world now have pos- 
tal services that are largely uni- 
form, but in a surprising number 
of instances this uniformity has 
been brought about by the imi- 
tation of British postal services. 
Our own American post office 
was very largely built up follow- 
ing the British practice. 

This volume should be of con- 
siderable interest to stamp col- 
lectors and those interested in 
the way in which letters have 
changed their form during the 
modern period. It is profusely il- 
lustrated with portraits of postal 
reformers, including the _ well- 
known Rowland Hill, with maps 
of postal routes, both in the Brit- 
ish Isles and by packet services 
overseas, and there are a number 
of illustrations showing the char- 
acter of the early mail coach. In 
addition, samples of early letters 
are shown as well as the postal 
markings in the periods both be- 
fore the invention of adhesive 
stamps and since that time. The 
postal reforms of Wallace and 
Hill, having brought in the use 
of envelopes for letters and of 
adhesive stamps, receive full 
treatment in a chapter entitled, 
“The Birth of the Postage Stamp.” 
There is also a facsimile of a title 
page of Rowland Hill’s famous 
pamphlet suggesting adhesive 
stamps. The rapid spread of the 
idea of the use of stamps is han- 
dled also in a chapter entitled, 
“The Flattery of Imitation.” This 
chapter also includes an account 
of the rise of stamp collecting, 
well-called the hobby of kings 
and the king of hobbies. 

The author is himself a stamp 
and cover collector so that the 
numerous illustrations of letters 
and stamps are largely taken 
from his own collection. The au- 
thor is a member of the Collec- 
tors’ Club in New York: its 
splendid philatelic library was a 
great use in the preparation of 
the volume. The Princeton Press 
has produced a beautiful book in 
which the chapter headings are 
indicated by the form of can- 
celled letters. The volume is so 
excellent a piece of book making 
that the Book Clinic of the 
American Institute of Graphic 
Arts has listed it as the first 
among seven books published 
during March for excellence, 

Mr. Robinson is well known in 
the educational field, for he is 
professor and acting dean of the 
College of Arts and Sciences of 
Oberlin College, Oberlin, Ohio.
